There is no chance of doing a good documentary fil* without using the work 
of others, especially me* I've told Robert this every way I Ipow, beginning when he was 
first involved with Richter* The Z fil® by itself Just doe an t mean that much and 
it doesn't lost long onough anyway. Robert has a genuine ambition but hot what else 
it takes? Ho also doesn't realise it but he has bean off on an ego kick, one of the 
unintended by-products of which has been much harm. While this ia quite the opposite 
of what he wants he is and will be lost in this because he lacks knowledge of the 
basic facts and the essential details. You also lack the detailed knowledge* And 
dping a bad film or an incomplete one or a wrong one is worse than doing none. 

My purpose in this is not to be nasty or merely criticial. I intend it con- 
structively and I hope you will take it this way. When I see Robert again I'll try 
to reason with him again but over many years it has been impossible on this* My 
belief in hia genuineness and the decency of his intentions and my regard for the 
three of then does not and cannot alter my Judgement or hia record, which he also 
does not face* It was great to get people to see the film, but that was only a 
beginning, everything else with it was terrible, sometimes disasterous, and because 
of jQ l the ego hangups and ambitions for self— promotion that went a lon g with it there 
was no factual or evidentiary backstopping for what the film could have done for us* 

It is all too bad, but these fire the kinds of people they are and wore and 
will be* I stay as detached as I can and to the degree I can continue the work that in 
the end this aotley crew ripe* off in it3 infrequent contacts with reality* 

A good film Is a gr^at idea. But you and Robert alone can t do one. Doing one 
well will not be inexpensive* Doint one any other way will be haJmful* So, please have 
both eyes open as you move ahead with your project and do remember that r*ere publica- 
tion is not a surrender of rights, as so many of the self-promoters pretend. I am not 
surrendering any of my rights. One of the reasons, you should understand, is to f* 
deter mis use. 

Prom time to time you may bb impressed with the public reputations of those who 
a re regarded as real experts* They are xu±*x£kxxx few, the real experts* Remember 
my unreluted speech, ^on t be swept away because these people seem impressive. And 
recognize the problem you have in making your Awn independent Judgement. I am sure 
that if you do go ahead you will want to go ahead responsibly and well. A hus what 
caution I can give you* With thanks and best wishes.
